Superior, in this cataloguer’s opinion, to the 
E.A.C. coin, which we said, at the time, was the finest example 
offered to our knowledge.

Dark brown patination with tan relief areas. Only slightly less 
sharp then the VF E.A.C. coin at $425.

26 1787. M. 19-g.4 (R-2, possibly R-3). Very Fine; 

striking weaknesses render sOme regions only Fine. 

Brown patination. Enough off center so that top ot Ms. Liberty s 
head just touches rim, but date and legends are all on flan. See 
1975 E.A.C. lot 130. 

27 1787. M. 20-a.2 (R-4, possibly R-5). Very Good. 

Uniform wear, everything legible. Glossy brown patinated 
surfaces. Free of planchet flaws. Refer to 1975 E.A.C. lot 121.

and surfaces more like VF. 

Some weaknesses of definition which are obviously inherent in 
the strike.

Brown patina with lighter highlights. Rather vigorously cleaned 
long ago with many criss-cross pin scratches, but these are only 
detectable under close examination.

Faint planchet striations, as struck. Mostly tan patination. darkest 
in peripheral regions. Our 1975 E.A.C. coin, a VF-EF at $235, is 
the only recent offering of this extreme rarity. Compare E.A.C.

36 1787. M. 28-m (R-3). Fine overall, but VF in places. 

Weaknesses in central areas are as struck. Variegated brownish 
patination. Faint Obv. planchet flaws. See 1975 E.A.C. lot 106.

Weakest in central areas due to quality of strike, peripheral regions 
sharpest. A fraction off center, enough so that date is more than 
half off flan.

left Obv. field. Planchet striations, as struck. Some brown patina, 
worn areas brighter. See 1975 E.A.C. lot 279. 

1787. M. 32.3-X.4 (R-1). Fine-Very Fine. 

Even brown patina; some planchet roughness. Part of date off 
flan but readable. Compare 1975 E.A.C. lots 277 and 373. 

1787. M. 32.4-Z.3 (R-7). Very Fine surfaces and most 
of the details; other details weaker, as struck. 
PHOTO. 

Compared to our E.A.C. specimen, this has some Obv. regions 
sharper (King Conn’s laurel wreath) and others less sharp 
(right-hand part of drapery); the Rev. overall is 
fairly even dark brown; old rim bruise opposite O of CONNEC.

Obviously a struck piece, this is possibly a Piece de Caprice of 
some kind. Possiby — though this conjecture — a trial of two 
dies produced from an abortive experiment aimed at the 
possibilities of hubbing HIBERNIA 172 as well as the seated 
figure. This type of experiment was attempted at various times in 
the Tower Mint, where these hubs and punches were created. It 
will be remembered that Abel Buell attempted a similar experiment 
on several 1785 Connecticut obvs. and all the 1786 Connecticut 
Obv. and Rev. dies. We surmise that the imperfect, incomplete 
hub presumably used to manufacture the two working dies which 
came together to make this coin had also been used to make at 
least one 1722 Rev., after which the experiment was abandoned.

Finer 
than WGC 11 or the Overton coin; good match 
for Scanlon 1349. Seldom offered, no other recent 
auction record.

Iridescent sunset toned Unc., usual uneven strike, 
the Obv. die weaknesses associated partly with the 
same progressive failure which eventually effaces 
the traces of recutting at TY and tip of 6, partly 
with the condition of the press; but this is strictly 
Mint State and not a borderline case at all.

Borderline Unc., slightly Proof-Like surfaces, 
cleaned long ago. Exceedingly rare edge blunder, 
FIFTY CENTS A DOLLAR; first seen from these 
dies!
